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To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors 

of  the  Urban  District  of  Penrith. 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  the  year  1957. 

The  Death  Rate  of  15*86  shows  an  increase  as  compared  with  that 
of  195^  which  was  14*49. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  17*56,  In  1956  it  was  16*48, 

The  Infanyile  Mortality  Rate  of  16*12  is  about  half  of  the 
figure  for  1958  which  was  34*48. 

There  have  been  no  Maternal  Deaths  in  Penrith  since  1945*  I 
think  this  reflects  the  high  standard  of  Midwifery  practiaed  in 
the  tov/n. 

It  is  wise  not  to  attach  too  much  importance  to  these  Vital 
Statistics,  In  a  district  with  a  population  of  this  size  (10,590) 
a  small  increase  or  decrease  in  actual  deaths  or  birth  is  likely 
to  produce  a  disproportionately  large  change  in  the  death  and  birth 
rates.  For  instance  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  this  year  is  less 
than  half  that  of  last  year,  whereas  the  fall  in  actual  deaths  was 
from  six  to  three.  Thus  three  deaths  caused  a  fall  of  over  one 
hundred  per  cent  in  the  Rate. 

Infectious  Diseases,  Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  first 
two  months  of  the  year,  but  apart  from  this  the  only  other  disease 
to  reach  epidemic  proportions  was  Influenza. 

The  Housing  programme  has  proceeded  but  at  a  lov/er  rate  than 
v/as  originally  planned.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Old  People's 
dwellings  have  not  been  built. 

I  would  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  Mr.  Birkbeck’s  report  on 
our  Water  Undertaking,  V/hilst  the  Lowther  Scheme  is  very  valuable 
as  a  temporary  means  it  does  not  solve  the  problem  of  Penrith’s 
further  water  requirements. 

Last  year  I  drew  your  attention  to  the  lack  of  sanitary 
accommodation  at  the  Market  Hall,  Unfortunately  nothing  has  been 
done  to  remedy  this, 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  'of  the 
Council  and  to  my  Colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their  v/illing 
co-operation  during  the  year,

I'£EASLES  was  prevalent  during  the  first  two  months  of  the  year*  There 
were  a  total  of  326  cases  notified.  Fortunately  there  were  no  deaths 
from  the  disease. 


V/HOOPING  COUGH  affected  26  children.  It  will  be  noticed  that  five  of 
these  children  were  under  one  year  old.  All  made  a  complete  recovery, 

SCARLET  FEVER.  Only  three  cases  v;ere  notified  during  the  year, 

PNEUMONIA ,  Only  Primary  Pneumonia  is  notifiable.  Three  such  cases 
were  notified  during  the  year  and  all  three  recovered.  However, 
there  were  three  deaths  from  pneumonia  but  these  v/ere  not  notified. 

This  compares  with  two  deaths  the  previous  year, 

POLIOilYELITIS.  One  case  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during 
1957,  The  patient  was  a  little  girl  of  2  years  of  age,  ^  She  was 
admitted  to  The  Ethel  Hedley  Hospital  in  August  1957  and  is  still 
there.  She  is  making  satisfactory  progress.  The  disability  is 
limited  to  the  left  leg.

Most  of  the  primary  immunisations  are  now  carried  out  by  the 
Family  Doctors  but  the  reinforcing  doses  are  given  at  school 
by  a  County  School  Doctor, 

INFLUENZA,  The  epidemic  of  so  called  "Lsian  Flu"  which  occurred 
at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  v/as  world  wide.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  some  two  million  of  the  working  population  of 
this  country  sufferred  an  attack  as  did  50%  of  the  school 
population, 

Penrith  had  its  share.  During  the  latter  part  of  September 
the  school  attendances  were  down  to  about  60%  of  normal. 

Influenza  caused  one  death  in  Penrith  in  1957.

FOOD  POISONING;  Two  eases  of  suspected  Pood  Poisoning  wore  notified 
during  the  year. 

The  first  case  occurred  on  the  22nd  November  1957*  The  patient 
was  a  man  of  62  years  of  ago.  He  had  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  and  was 
admitted  to  the  Cumberland  Infirmary  at  Carlisle,  He  made  a  complete 
recovery.  The  causal  organism  was  Salmonella  typhi  murium.  Pull 
investigation  was  made  but • the- source  of  infection  was  not  discovered. 
The  patient  had  eaten  no  food  other  than  that  prepared  in  his  own  home 
and  none  of  the  other  members  of  the  family  were  taken  ill. 

The  second  case  was  a  school  girl  aged  8  years.  She  became  ill 
on  December  5th  after  attending  a  Church  Bazar  the  previous  day.  She 
had  sickness  and  diarrhoea^  She  was  treated  at  home  and  made  a  good 
recovery.  The  causal  organism 'was  Salmonella  typhi  murium.  No 
other  member  of  the  family  Was  ill  and  the  origin  of  the  infection 
could  not  be  traced,

FOOD  HYDIENE  REGUL^iTIONS  1935; 


In  my  last  report  I  commented  on  the  lack  of  proper  sanitation 
accommodation  for  tenants  of  the  shops  in  the  Market  Hall,  Although 
the  subject  has  been  discussed  and  several  suggestions  have  been  made 
the  position  is  still  as  it  was  a  year  ago, 

I  feel  strongly  that  proper  sanitary  facillities  should  be 
provided  as  soon  as  possible. 

All  food  premises  in  the  tovfn  have  been  inspected  during  the 
year  by  Mr,  Sharp  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  I  am  informed  that 
the  tradesmen  have  been  co-operative  in  bringing  their  premises  up 
to  the  required  standards. 

The  County  Council  Central  Kitchen  at  Lark  Hall  has  been 
visited  on  several  occasions  and  found  to  be  very  well  run. 


HOUSING; 


During  the  year  forty  six  Council  Houses  were  completed  on  the 
Eden  Mount  site. 

Eleven  privately  ovimed  houses  were  built  in  1957* 

The  Council  have  decided  in  principle  to  pay  special  attention 
to  the  housing  of  old  people. 

It  is  proposed  to  build  eighteen  tv/o  bedroomed  houses  at  Elm 
Terrace,  Pour  at  West  Lane  and  another  four  in  Castletown,  One 
bedroomed  bungalows  are  to  be  provided;  six  at  Cross  Lane,  two  at 
Stricklandgate  and  a  further  two  in  Meetinghouse  Lane,

Brewery  Yard,  The  sixteen  dwellings  which  were  reported  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation  have  been  purchased  by  the  Council  for 
demolition.

Meetinghouse  Lane  were  also  purchased  by  the  Council  for  demolition 
and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  have  been  demolished. 

The  remaining  property  belonging  to  Mr,  Hartness  was  the 
subject  of  a  Ministry  Enquiry  on  1 6th  Cctober  1957.  Whilst  the 
Ministry  agreed  that  the  dwellings  were  unfit  for  habitation 
Mr,  Hartness  was  allowed  to  retain  ten  of  the  houses.  The  six 
houses  on  which  the  Clearance  Crder  was  made  are  being  demolished.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1957. 


Headworks 

A  section  of  retaining  wall  on  the  access  road  to  the  Lake 
had  to  be  rebuilt  due  to  its  collapse  caused  by  erosion  during 
the  winter  months.  The  face  of  the  wall  was  reconstructed  in 
local  stone  collected  on  the  fell  side  and  backed  with  concrete 
the  aggregate  for  which  was  composed  of  mar rain ic  gravel  excavated 
on  Site,  Test  cubes  prepared  produced  a  concrete  of  satisfactory 
strength. 

Pointing  of  the  upstream  face  of  the  dam  and  the  vertical 
ends  of  the  weir  was  carried  out. 

Weather  conditions  again  prevented  the  completion  of  the  works 
necessary  at  the  Dam, 

Children  from  the  Tynefield  Secondary  Modern  School  and  the 
County  Boys'  School  visited  the  Headworks,  Pilterhouse,  and 
Boardalc  Head  Break  Pressure  Tank  via  the  Trunk  Main  during  June, 

The  perimeter  of  the  Lake  has  been  inspected, 

Filterhouse 

During  January  and  February  the  re-assembly  of  the  Nos,  1 
and  4  Filters  was  carried  out  following  the  failure  of  the  central 
columns  and  main  distribution  tubes. 

In  May  the  Venturi  Meter  was  stripped  down,  overhauled  and 
re-assembled. 

Trunk  Main 

During  the  year  only  three  blown  joints  were  repaired. 

Leak  clamps  were  fitted. 

In  June  the  trunk  main  was  scoured  out  from  Boardale  Head 
to  Barton  Tank  at  Nettleslack  Bridge,  Martindale  Bridge,  Mellguards, 
and  Ravoncrag.  There  was  no  evidence  of  any  marked  accumulation 
of  silt  in  the  pipeline. 
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Local  StorapiQ 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Service  Reservoirs  held 
1,390,686  gallons.  High  consumption  figures  were  recorded  in 
January  and  extensive  testing  took  place.  The  High  Reservoir 
was  examined  for  leaks  with  negative  results.  In  March  storage 
was  reduced  to  628,872  gallons  the  main  contributing  factor  being 
the  existence  of  cracks  in  the  Low  Reservoir  and  the  need  to 
empty  it  for  repair.  On  May  5th  storage  reached  its  lowest  point 
at" 609,366  gallons.  Consumption  was  high  due  to  the  prolonged 
period  of  dry  vi^eather.  By  the  end  of  the  month  there  had  been  a 
slight  improvement  and  this  was  maintained.  Constant  vigilence 
by  the  V/ater  Inspector  and  the  repair  of  minor  leaks  on  the  trunk 
main  and  in  the  distribution  system  sufficed  to  restore  the 
storage  situation  to  a  fairly  satisfactory  position.  On  October 
24th  a  peak  figure  of  1,447,692  gallons  was  recorded. 

On  30th  December,  1957,  the  amount  in  storage  was  1,371,225 
gallons. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  30,74  inches. 

During  the  year  Pa.irhill,  Maidenhill  and  Low  Reservoirs  wore 
washed  out  and  chlorinated, 

Lowther  Scheme 

Work  commenced  in  July  on  the  installation  of  the  Lowther 
Emergency  Supply  Scheme, 

The  Scheme  consisted  of  connecting  the  North  Westmorland 
Rural  District  Council *s  Works  at  Lowther  comprising  a  pumping 
station  abstracting  v/ater  from  the  river  gravel  adjacent  to  the 
River  Lowther,  raising  it  to  storage  reservoirs  on  the  high  ground 
above  Lov/ther  Castle,  from  thence  gravitating  by  6"  diameter  and 
3"  diameter  watermains  to  the  Site  of  the  ex  W,D,  Camp  at  the 
Elysian  Fields,  to  the  existing  old  8”  diameter  rising  main  from 
the  Site  of  the  old  pumping  station  near  the  Eamont  at  Eamont 
Bridge,  The  rising  main  originally  supplied  Low  and  High  Reservoirs 
The  connecting  main  is  a  4"  diameter  Spun  Iron  Bolted  Gland  Jointed 
pipe  line  laid  overground  and  anchored  throughout  with  concrete 
blocks.  It’s  length  is  3480  yards. 

On  20th  November,  1957,  the  supply  was  first  brought  into 
use.  It  is  used  to  supplement  the  Hayeswater  Supply  to  the  Low 
Reservoir,  There  is  a  flow  meter  installed  and  the  supply  is 
controlled  by  a  separate  Ball  Valve  at  Low  Reservoir,  So  far 
operation  has  been  based  on  an  8  hours  pumping  day  but  if  necessary 
a  further  shift  could  increase  the  supply  to  an  amount  v^hich  v^rould 
approximate  to  the  capacity  of  the  gravitating  main  for  delivery 
within  a  period  of  24  hours  estimated  to  be  about  72,000  gallons. 
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The  equipment  at  Lov/ther  consists  of  two  sets  of  tv/o  electrically 
motored  pumps,  one  United  Filter  Co.  vertical  pressure  filter  and 
apparatus  for  the  injection  of  Soda  Ash,  Sulphate  of  Alumina,  and 
Chloros  Solution. 

Up  to  31st  December,  1957>  516,400  gallons  of  water  had  been  taken 
from  this  source. 

This  additional  supply  has  proved  of  great  assistance  in  refilling 
the  reservoirs  after-  enrptying  and  cleansing,  and  in  making  'good  losses 
due  to  frost  damage. 


Distribution 

3353  dwcllinghouses  are  supplied  and  a  population  of  10,488  is 
served  by  the  distribution  system. 

There  is  only  one  dwelling  in  the  Urban  District  which  is  not 
served  by  the  Undertaking, 

There  arc  approximately  30*74  miles  of  distribution  mains  in 
service. 

Eight  defects  causing  a  wastage  of  water  were  located  and  repaired. 

In  order  to  reduce  working  pressures  in  the  mains  and  to  balance 
the  demand  on  each  reservoir  as  far  as  possible,  133  houses  in  Graham 
Street,  Croft  Avenue,  Croft  Terrace  and  Wordsworth  Street  have  been 
transferred  from  the  High  to  the  Fairhill  Distribution  Zone,  18  houses 
in  Fell  Lane  have  been  transferred  from  the  High  to  the  Low  Zone, 

A  scheme  for  the  extension  of  leading  mains  to  allow  for  the 
further  modification  of  the  distribution  zones  has  been  prepared. 

Water  Services 

20  new  water  communication  pipes  were  connected  to  the  distribution 
system. 

41  communication  pipes  were  renewed, 

12  defects  causing  waste  were  located  and  repaired.

There  has  been  an  increase  of  0*97  gallons  per  head  per  day 
on  the  previous  year  and  this  has. been  accounted  for  in  Domestic 
and  Industrial  consumption*  There  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in 
agricultural,  general  business  and  municipal  and  public  services 
consumption. 

General 


The  Lowther  Scheme  v/ill  be  of  assistance  in  times  of  increased 
consumption,  the  Hayeswater  supply  now  being  stretched  to  its  limits. 
This  is  a  temporary  measure  on  lease  for  a  limited  period  and 
therefore  it  is  essential  that  a  decision  should  be  reached  at  an 
early  date  as  to  the  extent  of  the  augmentation  of  the  Hayeswater 
Supply  to  be  adopted  at  this  stagey  Oit  this  decision  also  depends 
the  extent,  siting  and  design  of  an.cill.i.ary  installations  which 
will  be  required  in  connection  with  the  increased  output  of  the 
Undertaking  as  a  result  of  furthoT  duplication*  I  have  in  mind^ 

increased  capacity  for  filtration  an.d  chemical  treatment,  sterilis¬ 
ation,  and  additional  local  storage. 

Some  saving  in  consumption  could  be  made  by  proceeding  v/ith 
the  scheme  for  the  modif icatTon'  of  the  exrstin-g  distribution  zones. 
This  scheme  vrould  reduce  wastage,  .due  to  .high  y/or king  pressures, 
reduce  the  demand  on  the  High  Reservoir  and  produce  a  more  balanced 
draw-off  from  each  reservoir.  It  v/ould  also  have  the  effect  of 
increasing  the  supply  to  the  Town  through  the  Trunk  Main, 
minor  savings  v/ould  be  of  assistance  in  the  interim  period  v/hich 
must  elapse  before  the  completion  of  a  duplication  scheme  and 
^ould  afterwards  produce  a  more  satisfactory  and  economical  working 
of  the  Undertaking, 

It  is  essential  to  remember  that  some  considerable  period 
must  elapse  in  the  design  of  a  duplication  scheme,  the  ordering 
and  delivery  of  materials,  and  the  actual  execution  of  the  works 
before  water  in  increased  amounts  can  be  discharged  at  Penrith,

May  I  once  again  present  you  v/ith  a  summary  of  the  year’s 
departmental  v/ork, 

HOUSING; 

During  the  year,  46  Council  and  11  Private  houses  were 
completed.  In  the  same  period  Closing  Orders  were  made  on  three 
dwellings  and  an  undertaking  noi:  to  relet  a  fourth  dwelling  was 
received. 

During  the  month  of  October  a  private  hearing  was  held  in  the 
Town  Hall  regarding  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  in  I/ieetinghouse 
Lane,  This  involved  sixteen  dwellings. 

No  *'01d  People’s"  houses  have  been  built  in  1957. 

MEAT  INSPECTION; 

The  number  of  animals  killed  and  inspected  at  the  Public 
Abattoir  shov/s  a  decline  of  316;  16,734  animals  as  compared  with 

17,050  animals  killed  and  inspected  the  previous  year. 

In  contrast  to  this  at  the  Myers  Lane  Slaughterhouse  5,286 
animals  were  killed  and  inspected  from  August  to  December  as  compared 
with  189  animals  killed  and  inspected  the  previous  year.  This 
large  increase  in  animals  killed  and  inspected  has  of  course 
greatly  increased  the  amount  of  time  and  travelling  spent  on  Meat 
Inspection, 

Fortunately  from  a  financial  point  of  view  the  Council  do  now 
receive  a  substantial  grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Fisheries  and  Food  for  this  service. 

Tuberculosis, 

For  the  second  year  running  no  animal  purchased  in  the  local 
Auction  Mart  or  in  fact  from  out  of  either  Cumberland  or  Westmorland 
has  been  found  on  post  mortem  inspection  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

A  number  of  cows  brought  from  outside  the  attested  area  to  the 
Public  Abattoir  for  slaughter  were  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis, 

Diseases  other  than  T.B, 

The  total  carcasses  condemned  for  reason  of  disease  other  than 
tuberculosis  is  a  very  high  figure  in  comparison  with  much  larger 
slaughterhouses. 

For  instance  in  1956  out  of  278,386  animals  killed  in  the  City 
of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  174  animals  were  condemned  for  disease  other 
than  Tuberculosis  whereas  in  Penrith  during  1957,  22,020  animals  were 
killed  and  inspected  BUT  209  animals  were  condemned  with  diseases 
other  than  tuberculosis.  The  reason  for  this  big  condemnation  is  due 
to  the  large  number  of  "casualty  and  worn  out"  animals  brought  from 
the  producing  areas  around  Penrith  to  be  slaughtered  in  Penrith, 
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PUBLIC  AB;'\TTOIR  -  LA  TRACE ; 


The  new  covered  lairage  has  proved  to  be  adequate  even  during 
peak  periods.  No  complaints  v/ere  made  at  anytime  regarding  the 
housing  of  animals  awaiting  slaughter, 

RODENT  CONTROL; 

The  part  time  appointment  of  a  Rodent  Operator  has  worked  very 
well.  Satisfactory  conditions  have  been  maintained  at  the  refuse 
tip  and  all  work  in  the  town  has  been  dealt  with  with  the  least 
possible  delay. 

Rabbit  extermination  has  continued  throughout  the  year  but  this 
does  not  mean  that  there  are  no  rabbits  in  Penrith,

They  give  the 
Council  a  first  class  service  and  the  assurance  that  all 
condemned  meat  and  offal  is  used  to  manufacture  bone  meal 
and  fertilizers.  No  condemned  meat  is  sold  for  animal  food. 

Food  other  than  meat  is  removed  by  the  Council  and  disposed 
of  at  the  Refuse  Tip,  All  necessary  precautions  such  as 
removing  the  labels  and  holing  the  tins  are  taken, 

(vi)  Bulk  examination  of  food. 

There  has  been  no  occasion  to  examine  any  particular  bulk 
consignment  of  food, 

(vii)  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment  etc, )  Regulations  1947  -  52, 

Only  one  of  the  four  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  uses  the  Heat 
Treatment  method.  This  one  is  by  far  the  largest  producer 
and  the  standard  of  the  premises  and  equipment  is  very  high, 

(viii)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  -  6. 

The  inspection  of  premises  where  food  is  handled  in  any  way 
continues.  Improvements  are  encouraging  and  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  on  the  whole  improvements  are  done  as  a  result  of 
friendly  discussion  and  not  by  compulsion, 

ICE  CREAM; 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  ten  samples  of  ’'ice  cream” 
were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carlisle  for  examination  and 
the  results  of  bacterial  examination  were  very  good. 

However,  I  think  the  time  has  come  when  the  people  of  this  country 
are  entitled  to  get  what  the  name  implies  -  ”ice  cream”.  This  is  a 
commodity  made  from  dairy  fats  and  solids  (Milk,  Cream,  Butter,  etc,). 

Todays  ice  cream’*  is  the  product  of  wartime  shortages  when  manufacturer’s 

burned  more  and  more  to  substitute  vegetable  fats  etc,  .But  now,  after 
13  years  of  peace,  surely,  in  a  country  with  the  highest  mechanised 
farm  industry  in  the  world,  in  a  country  where  surplus  milk  is 
poured  ’’down  the  drain”  is  it  too  much  to  ask  that  when  we  buy  ”ice 
cream”  we  get  a  product  which  is  made  from  British  Dairy  Produce,’,’
